The federa l inco me la w, 
o n the co ntra ry , is gra dua ted so a s to pro v ide lev ies a s high a s 75 per 
cent in the highest bra ckets. 


The federal law was work ed out on the principle of “capacity to 
pay,” which ev ery one now concedes is the v ery fairest form of tax ation. 
It simply meahs that those who hav e moie money pay more of the cost 
of maintaining the Gov ernment. 


SOAK THE POOR! 
But in Kansas the poor people are loaded down with tax ation. 
Imagine a farmer trying to k eep up mortgage payments, maintain his 
stock and equipment, pay local property tax es, and.still be compelled 
to pay a state tax on an av erage income of little more than $15 a week !

level of all commodities and, consequently, re­ 
duces the amount of wealth the lenders will re­ 
ceive in payment for their loans.

are, thus, in reality, having their wealth taken 
from them and receiving no interest for it. The 
bankers receive the interest. 
A s an illustration, when the government bor­ 
rows a billion dollars from the banks, and entry 
is made on the books of the banks to that 
effect, giving the government credit for a bil­ 
lion dollars. 
The government writes checks 
and pays its em ployes; the employes buy mer­ 
chandise ; the merchants pay the manufacturers 
and these people, eventually, re-deposit in the 
banks. 
Not necessarily the same banks, and

and is again “ loaned” and goes through the 
same process. 
It is no wonder that banks can 
“ loan” money for a very low rate. 
It would be a parallel case if a furniture store

That is, in reality, what happens when banks 
use illegitimate credit in making what is called 
“ loans“ .
